GENEKAL  STATEMENT. 

This  institution  of  learning  has  just  completed  its  thirtieth  year.  In 
the  first  catalogue  is  to  be  found  this  statement:  _"  With  God's  .blessings  on 
right  principles  and  earnest  labor  the  trustees  expect  it  to  attain  and  main- 
tain a  high  rank  among  the  literary  institutions  of  the  country."  During 
the  years  since  this  declaration,  the  University  has  had  its  times  of  struggle 
and  conflict ;  yet  it  has  continued  to  develop,  and  has  proved  a  blessing  to 
many  thousands  of  young  people  in  bringing  within  their  reach  the  ad- 
vantages of  a  liberal  education  at  moderate  cost. 

Since  the  reorganization  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
South,  it  has  been  her  very  center  of  influence  and  inspiration  and  power. 
Probably  no  school  with  equal  facilities  has  accomplished  more.  Christian 
Culture  is  the  "  letter  of  credit  "  which  we  would  have  each  student  bear, 
and  we  point  with  gratitude  and  pride  to  our  Alumni  as  the  evidence  of  the 
high  character  of  our  work. 

THE  UNIFICATION  OF  OUR  EDUCATIONAL  SYSTEM. 
By  this  we  mean  a  central  university,  with  affiliated  academies  main- 
taining a'parallel  course  of  study  as  far  as  the  Freshman  year.  This  has  long 
been  the  dream  of  those  most  interested  in  the  cause  of  Southern  education. 
Its  advantages  are  apparent,  but  as  yet  the  system  has  been  only  partially 
developed.  Elsewhere  may  be  found  "a.  list  of  twenty  academies  forming 
the  present  association,  situated  in  Tennessee,  Virginia,  North  Carolina, 
Georgia,  Alabama  and  Mississippi.  About  three  thousand  students  are 
annually  enrolled  in  these  preparatory  schools.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  more 
and  more  they  may  be  drawn  into  a  closer  union  and  sympathy  with  the 
University,  and  that  their  graduates  may  crowd  to  Athens  in  search  of 
higher  collegiate  training. 

ENDOWMENT. 

This  is  a  vital  question  that  is  just  now  beginning  to  receive  very 
earnest  attention  at  our  hands.  It  is  this  that  gives  solidity  and  strength 
to  any  institution  of  learning.  The  great  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
under  whose  auspices  we  are,  has  abundant  wealth,  some  of  which  is  needed 
very  badly  in  this  part  of  the  moral  heritage.  With  the  true  spirit  of  inde- 
pendence, we  have  begun  at  home,  our  Alumni  being  the  prime  movers  in 
the  work.  In  May,  1895,  at  the  annual  business  meeting  of  the  Alumni 
Association  there  was  appointed  a  committee  of  five,  consisting  of  J.  W. 
Bayless,  D.  A.  Bolton,  W.  F.  McCarron,  H.  B.  Case  and  W.  A.  Wright,  who 
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were  instructed  to  inaugurate  the  movement  indicated  above.  A  series  of 
meetings  soon  followed,  in  which  our  plans  were  very  carefully  matured 
under  the  legal  counsel  of  Col.  H.  B.  Case.  Prof.  W.  A.  Wright  was  chosen 
general  manager.  Suitable  notes  in  blank  form  were  secured.  These  notes 
may  be  given  for  any  amount,  the  interest  payable  annually  and  the  prin- 
cipal in  easy  installments.  The  results  of  the  first  year  are  (enough  to 
arouse  enthusiasm  and  to  justify  the  hope  that  one  thousand  friends  of  Chris- 
tian education  here  in  the  South  will  give  their  notes  for  $100  each  on  these  conditions. 

SPECIAL  INFORMATION— LOCATION. 

The  location  of  the  U.  S.  Grant  University  at  Athens  and  Chattanooga, 
Tenn.,  is  eminently  favorable  for  a  great  and  permanent  work.  It  is  in  a 
portion  of  the  central  South  noted  for  pure  air,  excellent  water,  mild  cli- 
mate and  beautiful  scenery,  and  is  readily  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the 
country. 

Athens  is  the  seat  of  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts,  the  Academic  Depart- 
ment and  the  Departments  of  Music,  Art,  Business  and  Elocutio.n,  and  is 
situated  on  the  Southern  Railway,  midway  between  Knoxville  and  Chatta- 
nooga. It  is  a  village  of  2,000  inhabitants,  offering  the  most  happy  and 
healthful  surroundings  for  intellectual  and  moral  development. 

Chattanooga  is  the  terminus  of  many  railroad  lines,  and  is  one  of  the 
most  enterprising  cities  in  the  South.  The  campus  commands  glimpses  of 
the  Tennessee  river  and  an  unobstructed  view  of  the  historic  Missionary 
Eidge  and  Lookout  Mountain.  This  city  is  the  site  of  the  professional 
schools — Theology,  Medicine  and  Business.

EQUIPMENT  AT  ATHENS. 

We  have  a  campus  of  about  twenty  acres.  Upon  it  are  situated  the 
main  college  building,  the  chapel,  Bennett  Hall,  Hatfield  Hall  and  the  Rit- 
ter  Industrial  Home.  There  are  also  cottages  provided  with  heavy  furni- 
ture for  the  accommodation  of  those  who  desire  to  board  themselves. 

Bennett  Hall  is  for  young  ladies.  It  is  under  excellent  management, 
and  furnishes  an  attractive  home.  Everything  is  furnished  except  bed 
linen  and  towels,  and  the  cost  is  $2.50  per  week. 

Hatfield  Hall  is  for  young  men.  The  rooms  are  provided  with  heavy 
furniture,  but  those  boarding  there  must  supply  their  own  beds.  Good, 
substantial  table  board  is  furnished  at  $1.75  per  week;  room  rent  is  50  cents 
per  month  extra. 

Bitter  In  lustrial  Home  is  a  beautiful  building,  perfect  in  all  its  ap- 
pointments, and  is  capable  of  accommodating  more  than  fifty  girls.  [See 
full  description  on  another  page.] 

Note. — Young  ladies  are  required  to  board  at  Bennett  Hall  or  Bitter 
Home,  except  in  case  of  near  relatives  living  in  the  city.  Young  men  may 
secure  private  board  with  excellent  families  at  $2.00  to  $3.00  per  week. 

ADVANTAGES. 

The  University  is  a  member  of  the  association  known  as  the  University 
Senate.  Its  requirements,  therefore,  are  such  as  place  it  on  an  equality 
with  some  of  the  best  institutions  of  the  country.  Experienced  professors 
are  in  charge  of  the  -vai'ious  departments.  With  an  earnest  purpose  and 
diligent  application  our  students  may  reach  as  high  a  standard  of  scholar- 
ship as  can  be  attained  in  many  Universities  making  much  more  extrava- 
gant pretensions. 

LITEEAEY  SOCIETIES. 
At  Athens  there  are  four  literary  societies  organized  under  the  laws  of 
the  University — the  Athenian  and  Philomathean,  for  gentlemen  ;  the  Sap- 
phonian  and  Knightonian,  for  ladies.  All  have  separate  halls  for  meeting, 
a  large,  active  membership,  and  appropriate  libraries.  Experience  has 
demonstrated  the  value  of  these  organizations  in  developing  the  literary 
taste,  ease  and  graceful  expression. 

LECTUEES. 
These  constitute  a  very  interesting  and  valuable  feature  of  college  life. 
Many  eminent  speakers   are  engaged  to  address  our  students  on  social  and 
literary  topics  during  the  year.     The  professors  are  frequently  heard  in 
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"  Friday  morning  chapel  talks,"  and  in  some  of  the  departments  the  lecture 
constitutes  a  part  of  the  regular  class  work. 

LIBRAEY. 

Besides  the  libraries  of  the  literary  societies  referred  to  elsewhere,  the 
college  library  is  open  to  all  students.  Many  papers  and  magazines  will  be 
placed  regularly  upon  the  reading  stand,  and  will  be  at  their  disposal. 
Every  incentive  will  be  used  to  inspire  our  students  to  seek  a  general  infor- 
mation from  these  and  other  sources  which  the  curriculum  does  not  com- 
prehend. 

EELIGIOUS  CULTUEE. 
If  other  things  are  important  this  is  more  so.  In  all  our  intercourse 
with  students,  both  in  the  class  room  and  out,  it  is  our  purpose  to  empha- 
size this  fact.  The  institution  is  not  sectarian,  but  it  is  decidedly  Christian 
in  practice  and  principle.  Students  are  required  to  attend  chapel  each 
school  day  and  church  on  Sabbath  morning.  We  have  an  active  Epworth 
League  and  Y.  M.  C.  A.  And  so  with  all  these  helpful  influences  we  expect 
students  who  have  spent  some  time  with  us  fo  depart  not  only  wiser  but 
also  better  than  they  came. 

GOVERNMENT. 

[All  regulations  of  the  University  relating  to  discipline  will  be  in  force 
during  the  intervals  between  the  terms.] 

The  regulations  of  the  University  are  few  and  simple,  based  upon  the 
usages  of  Christian  homes  and  refined  society.  They  appeal  to  the  student's 
honor  and  self  respect,  insist  upon  regular  habits,  inculcate  respect  for  law 
and  order,  and  inspire  a  love  for  the  gentler  and  unselfish  qualities  that 
characterize  the  true  gentleman  and  refined  lady.  A  faithful  observance  of 
the  hours  set  apart  for  stud}^,  and  regular  and  prompt  attendance  upon  all 
classes,  exercises  or  other  duties  involved  by  the  student's  connection  with 
the  University,  will  be  firmly  insisted  upon. 

Students  will  be  held  responsible  for  damage  done  by  them  to  any 
property  of  the  University. 

The  association  of  ladies  and  gentlemen  must  be  strictly  in  accordance 
with  the  regulations  of  the  F"aculty. 

No  meeting  of  students  in  the  University  buildings  for  the  transaction 
of  business,  and  no  exercises  whatever  to  which  the  public  are  admitted, 
whether  by  society  or  individual  students,  shall  be  held  except  with  the 
consent  of  the  Faculty  previously  obtained. 

The  regulations  of  the  University  are  printed  in  detail,  together  with 
such  other  information  as  may  be  of  interest  and  benefit  to  new  students, 
and  may  be  obtained  of  any  officer  of  the  Faculty. 

It  is  desired  that  all  students  examine  them  carefully  before  matricu- 
lating, as  all  who  become  members  of  the  school  must  agree  to  conform  to 
them,  and  anyone  who  persists  in  their  violation,  or  who,  in  the  judgment 
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of  the  Faculty,  exerts  a  bad  influence  in  the  school,  will  be  dismissed  with- 
out hesitation. 

ELECTIVE  STUDIES. 

Students  not  candidates  for  degrees  may  pursue  studies  in  any  of  the 
departments,  provided  they  enter  classes  already  formed,  and  are  prepared 
to  do  successfully  the  work  required.  Candidates  for  degrees  will,  in  cer- 
tain cases,  be  permitted  to  substitute  work  or  select  studies  from  other 
departments. 

All  substitutions  and  selections  must  be  of  such  character  as  shall  not 
lower  the  grade  of  scholarship  and  culture.  The  approval  of  the  Faculty, 
however,  must  be  had  in  every  such  instance. 

EECITATIONS  AND  EXAMINATIONS. 

Each  student  is  required  to  have  not  less  than  fifteen  nor  more  than 
twenty  recitations  per  week,  except  by  special  permission  of  the  Faculty. 
A  record  is  kept  by  each  professor,  showing  the  grade  of  each  students 
daily  work ;  and  this,  together  with  the  result  of  a  thorough  written  exam- 
ination at  the  end  of  the  term*  must  show  an  avera,ge  of  70  in  the  scale  of 
100  before  the  student  can  be  passed  in  any  study. 

New  students  must  give  satisfactory  evidence  as  to  their  knowledge  of 
the  studies  previously  pursued  hv  the  class  they  wish  to  enter,  either  by 
examination  or  by  certificate  of  the  principal  of  the  school  from  which  they 
come  ;  and,  if  after  one  term,  they  are  found  to  be  ranked  too  high,  will  be 
reduced. 

It  is  very  important  that  students  enter  classes  at  the  beginning  of  the 
term,  and  keep  in  mind  that  constant,  prompt  attendance  is  necessary  for 
the  attainment  of  high  grades.  Students  must  not  leave  classes,  nor  take 
up  new  studies,  except  upon  written  approval  of  the  proper  officers. 

Candidates  for  degrees  will  not  be  permitted  to  pursue  studies  in  ad- 
vance of  their  class,  nor  will  anyone  be'  allowed  to  take  studies  for  which 
he  is  not  duly  prepared. 

Students  in  the  University  will  not  be  permitted  to  take  lessons  from 
any  one  outside  the  Faculty,  except  by  express  permission. 

Students  not  candidates  for  degrees  may  pursue  studies  in  any  depart- 
ment for  which  they  are  prepared.  Certificates  showing  the  amount  and 
grade  of  work  done  by  them  will  be  given  upon  application  to  the  Dean  of 
the  department. 

COURSES  OF  STUDY. 
There  are  three  courses  of  study  provided  in  this  department — the 
Classical,  the  Philosophical  and  the  Scientific.  The  Classical  course  leads 
to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  It  covers  fcur  years,  and  is  designed  to 
afford  opportunity  for  acquiring  a  good  general  knowledge  of  a  wide  range 
of  subjects,  embracing  ancient  and  modern  languages,  mathematics,  history, 
natural  science,  literature  and  philosophy.  The  Philosophical  and  Scien- 
tific courses  are  also   arranged  for  four  years,  and  lead  to  the  degrees  of 
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Bachelor  of  Philosophy  and  Bachelor  of  Science,  respectively.  The  aim,  in 
all  these  courses,  is  general  rather  than  special  culture,  and  a  symmetrical 
and  carefully  graduated  development  rather  than  the  exhaustive  investiga- 
tion of  a  few  subjects  to  the  neglect  of  others  equally  important. 

LABOEATORY. 

The  Physical  Laboratory  is  provided  with  apparatus  for  the  illustra- 
tion of  the  laws  of  mechanics,  heat,  sound,  light  and  electricity  ;  the  latter 
important  subject  being  especially  well  represented  by  electric  lamps  of 
various  styles  and  sizes,  electric  motor,  magnetic  telephones,  telegraphic  in- 
stn'uments,  with  lines,  microphones,  induction  coils  and  instruments  of 
measurements. 

For  aid  in  the  study  of  Natural  History,  an  excellent  collection  of 
plants  and  animals  has  been  provided. 

In  addition  to  a  large  number  of  minerals  and  fossils  already  arranged 
in  the  cabinet,  a  new  collection  of  minerals,  ores  and  rocks  has  recently 
been  received,  a  gift  of  the  Smithsonian  Institute,  Washington,  D.  C.  This 
is  a  valuable  collection,  containing  one  hundred  and  thirty  representative 
specimens,  and  affords  an  excellent  ■  opportunity  for  practical  study  in 
geology  and  mineralogy. 

A  fine  microscope  (Toll's),  surveyor's  instruments,  including  compass 
and  transit,  are  among  the  important  pieces  of  apparatus. 

EXPENSES. 

The  entire  history  of  the  University  has  been  characterized  by  the 
eflPorts  of  its  Trustees  and  Faculty  to  reduce  the  cost  of  a  liberal  education 
to  such  low  figures  that  the  poorest  students  need  not  be  deterred  on  ac- 
count of  their  financial  condition.  It  is  a  source  of  great  satisfaction  that 
the  efforts  made  in  this  direction  have  been  successful,  and  that  students  in 
the  humblest  circumstances  are  here  able  to  obtain  a  liberal  education,  and 
prepare  themselves  for  any  of  the'practical  and  learned  professions  they 
may  desire  to  pursue.

All  charges  for  tuition,  incidentals  and  rents  must  be  paid  in  advance, 
and  no  professor  will  receive  a  student  into  his  class  except  upon  the  |5re- 
sentation  of  a  ticket  showing  that  settlement  has  been  made  with  the  treas- 
urer of  the  Faculty. 

DEGREES. 

The  University  confers  the  following  degress : 

Bachelor  of  Arts  (A.  B.)  upon  all  who  complete  the  classical  course  of 
study. 

Bachelor  of  Philosophy.  (Ph.  B.)  upon  all  who  complete  the  philo- 
sophical course. 

Bachelor  of  Science  (B.  S.)  upon  all  who  complete  the  scientific  course. 

Bachelor  of  Theology  (S.  T.  B.)  upon  all  Bachelors  of  Art  who  corn- 
complete  the  theological  course. 

Bachelor  of  Music  (Mus.  B.)  upon  all  who  complete  the  course  in 
music. 

Bachelor  of  Oratory  (B.  O.)  upon  all  who  complete  the  course  in  elocu- 
tion and  oratory. 

Also,  the  Post-Graduate  Degrees,  Master  of  Arts  (A.  M.),  Master  of 
Philosophy  (Ph.  M.)  and  Master  of  Science  (M.  S.)  upon  Bachelors  of  Arts, 
Philosophy  and  of  Science,  respectively,  who  after  graduation  have  success- 
fully pursued  studies  undet  the  direction  of  the  Faculty  for  one  year,  or 
have  engaged  for  three  years  in  literary  or  professional  work. 

The  degree.  Doctor  of  Philosophy,  will  be  conferred  upon  Masters  of 
Science,  Arts  or  Philosophy,  who  successfully  pass  a  written  examination 
on  the  prescribed  course  of  study.  Information  respecting  the  course  of 
study,  subjects  and  details  of  examination,  expenses,  etc.,  will  be  furnished 
upon  application.

In  this  department  three  preparatory  courses  of  study  are  offered — 
Classical,  Philosophical  and  Scientific — of  three  years  each,  leading  to  cor- 
responding courses  in  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts.  Even  if  only  a  limited 
time  is  available  for  attendance  at  school,  it  Avili  be  found  preferable,  in 
most  cases,  to  take  the  regular  work. 

Normal  studies  are  provided  for  those  who  wish  to  prepare  themselves 
for  teaching. 

A  select  course  may  be  pursued  by  all  who  desire,  provided  the  work 
chosen  meets  the  approval  of  the  Faculty,  and  the  hours  of  recitation  do 
not  conflict. 

Reports  of  scholarship  and  deportment  are  made  out  for  each  student 
at  the  close  of  the  term. 

A  diploma  will  be  conferred  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  upon 
any  student  completing  a  prescribed  Academic  course. 

On  presentation  of  such  diploma,  the  student  may  enter  the  Fi'eshman 
class  without  examination.

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

Piano=  Forte. 

The  ordinary  course  of  study  for  the  piano  embraces  tlie  rudiments  of 
music  and  harmony,  the  practice  of  scales,  chords  and  arpeggio ;  Etudes  by 
Duvernoy,  Loeschorn,  Mason,  Heller,  Cramer,  Moscheles  and  Clementi ;  the 
Sonata  form  of  composition;  Selections  from  Clementi,  Haydn,  Mozart, 
Beethoven,  Mendelssohn,  Schumann,  Chopin,  Liszt,  Rubenstein  and  dis- 
tinguished modern  composers. 

The  teacher's  course  is  comprised  in  the  above,  with  such  variation  as 
seems  essential. 

The  amateur  course  for  the  piano  provides  for  those  who  desire  to  be- 
come moderately  good  performers,  but  who  cannot  afibrd  the  time  necessary 
for  a  thorough  course.  These  pupils  are  assisted  to  intelligent  understand- 
ing of  all  the  music  submitted  to  them. 

No  inflexible  course  of  study  can  be  given,  but  a  selection  is  followed 
conscientiously  which  seems  best  adapted  to  the  pupil's  ability  and  needs. 

Voice  Study. 

Teaches  pure  tone  without  force.  The  ear  is  taught  to  recognize  true 
tone  and  the  voice  to  be  governed  by  that  knowledge. 

Inequalities  of  the  voice  (called  registers)  made  even  by  proper  practice. 

Breaks  in  the  voice  made  smooth  by  a  graduated  change  in  ascending 
the  scale. 

Solfeggi  and  vocalize.  Songs  from  oratorio,  opera,  and  the  best  of 
modern  songs.  English,  French  and  German  are  used  as  advisable  for  the 
pupil's  progress. 

Study  of  the  Violin. 

The  course  followed  includes  Hohmann's  five  books,  Kayser's  etudes, 
tone  pictures  for  violin  and  piano,  easy  classics,  duets  and  pieces  adapted  to 
pupil's  ability.  In  the  higher  grades,  Kreutzer's  and  Viotti's  studies, 
DeBeriot  airs,  etc.,  etc. 

The  study  of  the  violin  is  the  most  efficient  preparation  to  the  study  of 
the  piano,  organ  and  singing,  giving  the  pupil  at  an  early  stage  more  power 
of  self  help. 

To  encourage  violin  study  classes  will  be  organized  at  $3  per  month,  and 
those  studying  the  piano,  organ,  or  singing,  are  strongly  advised  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  advantage  to  be  derived  from  them. 

Violins  can  be  rented  for  a  small  sum  to  members  of  the  class  who  do 
not  wish  to  purchase  an  instrument. 
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flandolin  and  Guitar. 

With  these  instruments  studies  and  pieces  adapted  to  pupil's  require- 
ments are  given,  with  frequent  opportunities  for  the  practice  of  ensemble 
playing. 

Band  and  Orchestral  Study. 

An  excellent  Brass  Band  is  organized,  to  which  those  students  suffi- 
ciently competent  as  performers  will  be  admitted  as  practice  members  at  a 
cost  of  $3  per  term. 

Private  instructions  upon  any  instrument,  per  term $10  00 

Arrangement  and  scoring 15  00 

Pupils  are  offered  the  advantage  of  changing  from  one  study  to  another 
during  the  term  should  they  earnestly  desire  it;  and  also  pupils  taking  two 
lessons  per  week  may  take  up  two  studies  in  those  lessons,  but  it  is  recom- 
mended to  concentrate  upon  a  particular  study  as  much  as  possible. 

Terms.

Interrupted  term  (rate  of  lessons) 60 

Money  will  be  refunded  when  a  term  is  interrupted  from  continued 
sickness  or  permanent  removal  from  city.

Lessons  omitted  by  pupils  are  lost. 

The  teacher  will  always  accommodate  so  far  as  possible  any  change  of 
lesson  ho.ur  required.  '' 

Tuition  is  payable  in  advance. 

Music  supplied  is  for  cash. 

Degrees  conferred — Mus.  A.  (Associate  in  Music),  Mus.  B.  (Bachelor 
of  Music). 

At  least  one  year  of  resident  study  under  the  director  will  be  required 
before  taking  a  degiee.

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DEPARTMENT  OF  ART. 


ANNIE  L.  HENDERSON,  Professor. 

A  noteworthy  evidence  of  ilie  influence  of  higher  education  is  the 
marked  interest  in  the  practice  and  development  of  the  Fine  Arts.  Culture 
is  becoming  more  generally  diffused,  refined  taste  in  literature  and  art  is  no 
longer  a  rarity,  and  such  are  the  requirements  of  the  present  that  some 
knowledge  of  the  principles  of  drawing  and  painting,  which  was  formerly 
regarded  as  an  embellishment,  is  now  considered  essential  to  a  complete 
education. 

Aside  from  questions  of  refinement  and  taste,  proficiency  in  artistic 
studies  opens  vip  a  wide  field  for  remunerative  employment.  Photography 
has  not  yet,  if  it  ever  will,  supercede  the  skill  of  the  artist. 

To  meet  the  demand  for  the  practice  and  cultivation  of  the  Fine  Arts, 
the  University  offers  instruction  under  an  artist  of  recognized  ability  in  the 
following  classes  : 

1.  Oil  and  Water  Color. 

2.  Pastel,  Crayon,  Charcoal. 

3.  Free-hand  Drawing,  China  Painting. 

4.  Portraiture  in  Crayon  and  Pastel. 

Students  will  also  be  directed  to  the  best  works  treating  of  the  great 
works  of  art,  the  history  and  schools  of  arts,  and  the  lives  of  the  painters. 
An  annual  exhibition  of  the  work  done  by  ihe  students  is  held  during  the 
last  week  of  the  collegiate  year. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  ELOCUTION  AND  ORATORY. 


Announcement. 

This  school  is  designed  to  teach  elocution  as  an  art,  resting  upon  abso- 
lute laws  of  nature,  explained  and  illustrated  by  exact  rules  of  science,  and 
to  give  a  thorough  and  systematic  training  upon  all  the  principles  upon 
which  the  art  is  based. 

Each  principle  is  presented  as  a  vocal  culture,  then  as  an  element  of 
expression  as  found  in  nature.  The  voice  is  developed  to  produce  the  ele- 
ments, the  ear  trained  to  detect  them,  and  the  mind  educated  to  apply  them 
in  the  delivery  of  all  styles  of  composition. 

The  school  is  designed  also  as  a  means  of  liberal  culture;  its  aim  is  not 
only  1o  make  readers,  but  thinkers  as  well. 

It  embraces  such  a  system  of  personal  and  literary  culture  as  to  be  of 
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the  highest  value,  not  only  to  those  who  have  a  professional  purpose  in 
view,  but  also  to  ladies  and  gentlemen  desiring  a  pleasant  accomplishment. 

Course  of  Instruction. 

It  is  difficult  to  express  in  a  brief  form  the  course  of  instruction  given , 
but  the  following  outline  may,  however,  give  an  idea  of  the  work  required  : 

Junior  Year. 

First  Term. — Respiration,  Calisthenics,  Orthography,  Voice  Culture, 
Elements  of  Vocal  Expression,  Elements  of  Gesture,  Exercises  for  Practice, 
English  Literature,  Rhetoric,  English  Grammar,  Philosophy  of  Expression. 

Second  Term. — Review,  Voice  Culture,  Delsarte,  Gymnastics,  Pitch, 
Inflection,  Waves,  Rhythmus,  Cadence,  Melody,  Emphasis,  Invention  of 
Gesture,  Action  Analysis,  Miscellaneous  Readings,  English  Literature, 
Rhetoric,  Physical  and  Vocal  Culture,  Delsarte,  Analysis,  Dramatic  Action, 
Impersonation,  Vocal  Culture. 

Third  .Term — Review,  Physical  and  Vocal  Culture,  Shakespeare,  Stage 
Business,  Impersonation,  Delsarte,  Pantomimic  Expression  and  Gesture, 
Dramatic  Readings,  Orators  and  Oratory. 

Senior  Year. 

This  year  will  be  devoted  to  the  higher  forms  of  Verbal  and  Panto- 
mimic Expression,  to  the  study  of  Shakespeare,  study  of  Synthetic  Phil- 
osophy of  Expression,  and  other  work  left  to  the  selection  of  the  Director. 

Candidates  for  graduation  from  the  one  year  course  are  required  to  take 
at  least  fifty  private  lessons. 

Pliysical  Culture. 

The  body  was  created  that  it  might  serve  the  soul.  If  the  mind  and 
heart  are  educated  to  the  noblest  thoughts  and  feelings,  the  body  should  be 
educated  to  express  them.  We  consider  the  body  the  natural  servant  of  the 
soul,  and  cultivate  it  accordingly. 

Voice  Culture. 

The  first,  greatest  and  most  difficult  thing  is  the  direction  of  the  tone  ; 
that  is,  focusing  it  to  express  the  difTerent  shades  of  meaning.  Therefore 
much  attention  is  given  to  this  subject.  Special  pleasure  will  be  taken  in 
assisting  ministers  of  the  Gospel  desiring  our  aid. 

Public  Recitals. 

Each  member  of  the  graduating  class  is  required  to  give  a  programme 
of  readings  and  recitations  before  an  audience  of  invited  guests.  These  are 
occasions  of  marked  interest,  the  performers  always  being  greeted  by  refined 
and  cultivated  audiences. 

Juvenile  Classes. 

It  remains  no  longer  a  question,  but  is  an  acknowledged  fact,  that 
childhood  is  the  proper  age  for  beginning  the  study  of  Elocution.  In  youth, 
before  the  habits  upon  faults  have  rendered  the  individual  stilted  and  self 
conscious,  the  body,  mind   and  spirits  are  pliable  and   receptive.     In   this 
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matter  surely,  "  An  ounce  of  preservation  is  worth  a  pound  of  restoration." 
We  have  had  scores  of  children  under  our  instruction,  and  we  always  con- 
sider it  a  great  pleasure.  All  iinder  fourteen  years  of  age  are  admissible  to 
these  classes.

RITTER  INDUSTRIAL  HOME  FOR  YOUNG  WOMEN. 


MRS.  F.  V.  CHAPMAN,  Superintendent. 

This  "  Home"  has  been,  during  the  past  five  years,  a  constituent  part 
of  the  University,  and  has  fully  demonstrated  its  usefulness  and  the  poi)U- 
larity  of  domestic  training  in  the  South. 

The  plan  of  instruction  is  modeled  after  the  best  features  of  the  world- 
famous  Mount  Holyoke  School,  founded  by  Mary  Lyon,  the  most  eminent 
teacher  of  her  age. 

Domestic  instruction  is  now  becoming  the  most  popular  branch  in  Vas- 
sar,  N.  Y.,  and  Auburndale,  Mass.,  as  well  as  other  famous  schools  for 
women. 

xThe  house  is  new,  the  rooms  are  large,  light  and  well  ventilated.  The 
laundry  and  kitchen  are  provided  with  all  the  modern  appliances  to  render 
the  work  light  and  easy  to  be  performed. 

The  design  of  the  management  is  to  make  this  department  a  real  home  to 
its  inmates.  Each  girl  in  the  Home  is  expected  cheerfully  to  contribute  her 
share  of  service  and  loyal  interest  toward  making  it  a  delightful  place  for 
,  all.  The  domestic  duties  are  arranged  with  such  careful  method  that  all  the 
labor  gives  the  students  but  the  needed  healthful  exercise,  without  interfer- 
ing with  the  progress  in  academic  work. 

Regular  class  instruction  is  given  in  cooking,  plain  sewing 'and  dress- 
making, for  which  no  extra  charge  is  made.     The  sewing  classes  give  oppor- 
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tunity  for  girls  to  do  their  own  sewing,  without  interfering  witii  their 
progress  in  their  school  work.  The  domestic  work  is  graded  as  are  other 
school  duties,  and  constitutes  a  part  of  the  basis  upon  which  class  standings 
are  niade  up,  and  promotions  from  class  to  class  are  made. 

Pupils  living  in  the  "Home"  not  only  get  the  benetit  of  the  domestic 
instruction,  but  the  system  of  co-operative  housekeeping  very  much  reduces 
the  expense  of  attending  the  University.  The  "  Home  "  is  managed  entirely 
in  the  interest  of  the  students  ;  not  to  make  money,  but  simply  to  pay  run- 
ning expenses. 

Furnished  rooms,  fuel,  lights  and  board  are  provided  at  $7.00  per 
month.  Each  month's  dues  are  payable  in  advance.  No  girl  entering  the 
"  Home  "  will  be  excused  from  her  share  of  the  domestic  duties,  except,  of 
course,  in  case  of  illness.     The  discipline  is  mild,  but  firm. 

Each  girl  entering  the  "Home "  must  bring  satisfactory  testimonials  of 
character  and  capacity  ;  and  any  failure  of  loyal  co-operation  may  be  con- 
sidered sufficient  reason  for  severing  her  connection  with  the  school. 

The  "Home"  will  accommodate  fifty  i)apils,  and  is  in  itself  the  Prac- 
tice School  for  all  the  theoretic  instruction.  The  boarding  expenses  can  be 
considerably  reduced  by  taking  this  course  of  domestic  training. 

The  society  having  the  "  Home  "  in  charge  can  give  help  sufficient  to 
pay  part  of  the  expenses  to  a  limited  number  of  pupils  of  special  promise. 
Persons  wishing  to  avail  themselves  of  this  help  must  apply  early  to  Mrs. 
F.  V.  Chapman,  Athens,  Tenn.,  and  arrange  all  the  details  before  leaving 
home.  None  need  apply  who  cannot  meet  part  of  the  expenses,  for  demands 
for  help  are  so  urgent  and  so  numerous  that  each  applicant  must  do  her 
utmost  to  help  herself.  Only  those  who  have  the  force  of  character  to  help 
themselves  merit  help  from  others.

Professional  Schools. 


The  Board  of  Trustees  have  arranged  that  the  Professional  Schools  of 
the  University  should  be  located  in  Chattanooga. 

This  city  is  a  favorable  location  for  such  schools.  According  to  the 
report  of  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  United  States,  Chattanooga  is  one  of 
the  healthiest  cities  in  the  nation,  as  may  be  seen  by  comparing  it  with 
several  of  the  Northern  cities.  The  statistics  of  the  death  rate  per  1,000  in 
1894  in  four  of  the  Northern  cities  are  as  follows :  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  15 ; 
Chicago,  111.,  14;  Grand  Kapids,  Mich.,  13;  Bloomington,  111.,  13.  The 
death  rate  in  Chattanooga  for  the  same  year  was  only  11.45.  This  city  is 
called  "  The  Gateway  of  the  South,"  as  nearly  all  the  great  lines  of  railroads 
connecting  the  North  with  the  far  South  pass  through  it.  The  great  battle- 
fields of  Chickamauga,  Mission  Eidge  and  Lookout  Mountain  attract  visitors 
from  all  over  the  nation,  so  the  students  are  brought  into  contact  with  people 
from  every  part  of  the  country.

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General  Statement. 


The  School  of  Theology  of  U.  S.  Grant  University  is  an  institution  for 
ministerial  training,  established  on  the  same  basis  as  other  Theological 
Schools  of  the  Church. 

The  advance  of  general  education  and  culture,  the^increasing  demand 
for  thoroughly  educated  and  earnest  ministers,  both  for  home  and  foreign 
fields  of  labor,  the  widening  of  Christian  thought,  the  constant  improvement 
in  means  and  methods  of  Christian  activity,  are  among  the  imperative  rea- 
sons for  special  theological  training  on  the  part  of  those  called  of  God  to  the 
sacred  office  of  the  Christian  ministi-y ;  and  the  aim  of  this  institution  is  to 
so  equip  such  young  men  by  a  broad  and  thorough  scholarship,  that  they 
may  be  able  to  serve  in  every  good  work  as  the  Church  may  demand.  The 
following  extracts  from  the  Discipline  give  the  voice  of  the  Church  concern- 
ing such  schools : 

All  candidates  for  our  Ministry  are  earnestly  advised  to  attend  one  or 
more  of  the  Literary  or  Theological  Institutions  of  our  Church  before  ap- 
plying to  an  Annual  Conference  for  admission  on  trial. — Appendii,  page  -iOO. 

Our  Theological  Schools,  whose  Professors  are  nominated  or  confirmed 
by  the  Bishops,  exist  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole  Church,  and  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  presiding  elders  and  pastors  to  direct  the  attention  of  candidates  for 
our  Ministry  to  the  advantages  aflorded  in  these  institutions. — Paragraph 
344,  section  3,  page  183. 

A  Bishop  may  leave  without  appointment  a  preacher  on  trial,  or  a 
member  of  an  Annual  Conference,  desiring  to  attend  any  of  our  Literary  or 
Theological  Seminaries,  whenever  he  shall  be  requested  to  do  so  by  the 
Annual  Conference,  and  it  shall  seem  to  him  expedient ;  provided,  however, 
that  the  time  thus  spent  in  school  shall  not  count  on  that  required  for  pro- 
bation in  the  Annual  Conference. — Paragraph  162,  pages  102  and  103. 

]$^^  The  recent  ■  General  Conference  decided  that  the  certificates  of  Theological 
Schools  may  be  accepted  by  an  Annual  Conference  "as  equivalent  to  that  of  its  oivn 
Committee  of  Examination." 

Admission. 

Each  candidate  for  admission  to  the  regular  Triennial  Course  must 
produce  a  degree  of  A.  B.  from  a  reputable  college,  or  satisfy  the  Faculty 
upon  examination  that  he  has  had  classical  and  literary  training  sufficient 
to  pursue,  without  difficulty,  the  designated  studies. 

Candidates  for  admission  who  have  had  no  classical  training,  but  have 
a  knowledge  of  the  common  Eriglish  branches,  will  be  admitted  to  the 
English  Course.  -y 

Applicants  who  are  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  must 
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each  bring  a  certificate  of  license  to  preach,  or  a  recommendation  from  a 
quarterly  conference,  signed  by  the  pastor  and  the  presiding  elder. 

The  form  of  recommendation  authorized  by  the  General  Conference  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  is  as  follows  : 

"We,  the  members  of  the  Quarterly  Conference  of 

hereby  express  our  judgment  that is  called 

of  God  to  the  work  of  the  ministry,  and  we  recommend  him  as  a  suitable 
person  to  become  a  student  in  the  School  of  Theology  of  U.  S.  Grant 
University." 

Applicants  from  other  Churches  will  present  the  certificate  usually 
given  by  the  denomination  to  which  they  belong. 

Graduation. 

The  degree  of  S.  T.  B.  (Sacrte  Theologise  Baccalaureus)  will  be  con- 
ferred upon  students  who  have  received  the  degree  of  A.  B.,  or  an  equiva- 
lent degree  from  an  institution  of  recognized  grade,  and  have  completed 
the  prescribed-  course  of  study. 

Students  not  graduates  of  colleges,  but  whose  linguistic  a.ttainments  and 
general  scholarship  have  enabled  them  to  be  admitted  to  the  regular  course, 
will,  after  passing  a  satisfactory  examination,  receive  the  diploma  of  the 
institution.  The  usual  fee  for  diploma  must  be  deposited  with  the  Treas- 
urer one  month  prior  to  graduation.

Library. 

The  valuable  collection  of  works  in  various  language ■;,  be<iueathed  by 
the  late  Prof.  J.  Clarke  Hagey,  D.  D.,  is  especially  rich  in  the  means  for 
exegetical  study.  Additions  are  being  made  to  this  valuable  library  eacli 
year. 

Lectures. 

Lectures  are  given  before  the  scliool  by  eminent  ministers  of  our  own 
and  other  Churches.  In  addition  to  this  the  students  have  opportunities 
of  hearing  the  leading  speakers  of  the  nation  in  the  lecture  courses  of  the 
city. 

*'  Expenses. 

Tuition  and  rooms  are  free.  An  incidental  fee  of  $10  per  year  is  paid 
by  each  student.  Those  rooming  in  the  building  pay  an  additional  fee  of 
$5  per  year,  for  the  purpose  of  caring  for  the  building.  This  fee  may  be 
paid  in  work.  The  rooms  are  furnished  with  the  exception  of  bed  clothing. 
Houses  for  families  may  be  obtained  for  low  rent.  Board  is  furnished  in 
the  College  building  at  little  above  actual  cost. 

Aid. 

Loans  may  be  obtained  from  the  Board  of  Education,  and  there  are 
opportunities  for  supplying  churches  in  or  near  the  city.  Students  who  are 
industrious  and  economical,  usually  succeed  in  "working  their  way" 
through  the  course  if  they  have  no  means. 

Location. 

Chattanooga  is  a  favorable  location  for  a  School  of  Theology. 

First. — It  is  central.  Parts  of  seven  states  may  be  seen  from  the  top  of 
Lookout  Mountain.  Twelve  difi'erent  lines  of  railroad  terminate  in  Chatta- 
nooga, and  the  Tennessee  River  runs  through  the  city. 

Second. — It  is  healthful.  According  to  the  report  of  the  Surgeon  Gen- 
eral of  the  United  States  for  1894,  Chattanooga  was  the  healthiest  city  of  its 
size  in  the  South,  and  one  of    the  healthiest  in  the  Nation. 

Third.— The  M.  E.  Church  is  stfong  here.  She  has  one  central  church 
of  some  five  hundred  members,  and  seven  smaller  churches  in  the  city  and 
suburbs.  These  smaller  churches,  and  a  number  of  stations  and  circuits  in 
the  surrounding  country,  are  supplied  by  students. 

The  theological  building  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  South,  and  occupies 
the  most  prominent  location  of  any  public  building  in  Chattanooga,  com- 
manding an  unoljstructed  view  of  Lookout  Mountain,  Mission  Ridge,  and 
the  National  and  Confederate  Cemeteries. 

The  school  opens  October  7,  1896,  and  closes  May  25,  ,1897.
